His voice was so weak that 
all the points were not clearly heard, 
and demonstrations of approval were 
uoc so general as they wonld otherwise 
have been. 
When the Cuban plank 


was read, tho Cuban flag was raised 
among the delegates and carried down 
thewaisle. Chairman Richardson or- 
dered it withdrawn. 


Iri the committee on resolutions the 


Tillman plank was amended by Bailey, 
of Texas, so as to provide against the 
declaration opposing state banks. 
The 


Bryan's plank, declaring in favor of 
congressional action for the arbitration 
of differences between employes of in- 
terstate commerce lines and their em- 
ployes -was adopted. 
' J. H. Wade, of Ohio, former reading 
clerk of the house of representatives, 
read the minority report. 


The minority, while finding much 


to criticise in the declarations of the 
majority, wholly disagree with 
its 


financial plank and offer a substitute 
for that in this form. 


"We declare our belief that the ex- 


periment on the part of the United 


at all times and under all circum- 
stances." 


The minority also presented this as 


an addition to the majority report: 


"We commend tho honor, economy, 


sourage and fidelity of the present 
Democratic admiuistraitou." 


The report was signed by D. B. Hill, 


of New York; Win. P. Vilas, of Wis- 
;onsin; Geo. Gray, of Delaware; John 
?. Poe, of Maryland; ,T. W.Drew, of 
New Hampshire; 0. O. Holtman, of 
Maine; P. J. Farrell, of Vermont; 
Lyude Harrison, of Connecticut; D. P. 
Baker, of Rhode Island; A. C. Woa- 
dock, of Michigan; James O'Brien, of 
Minnesota; John E. Russell, of Massa- 
ihusetts; Rob't E. Wright, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Win.

"Urns. D. Rogers, of Alaska. 


Hill also offered two amendments, 


one that tho present contracts should 
not be impaired, and another that if 
free coinage, after a year's trial, does 
not keep gold and silver at a par, 
it 


shall be suspended. 
Tillnmu, of South 


Carolina,, took the stand to speak for 
the majority report and was received 
with applause and hisses. 


His speech was a continued fight 


with tho galleries, who hissed and tried 
to drown his voice. 
He made a. per- 


sonal attack on Hill for refusing to 
speak first, and ended by offering a res- 
olution denouncing the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. 


Jones, of Arkansas, followed Till- 


rnau iu a brief, eouse'rvative speech, 
and then Hill took the platform, and 
the gold men started a demonstration 
which lasted ten minutes before he 
could begin speaking. 


He criticized the declaration for the 


issue of paper currency, for an income 
tax, and against the life tenure of 
office. 
Ho finally gave warning that 


if after declaring for free silver the 
convention nominated any man except 
one, the Populists would set up a can- 
didate and the free silver Republicans 
would endorse the ticket. 
A shout of 


'No! No!" Hill quickly answered, 
'Who is here to speak for the silver 
wing of the Republican party?" Point- 
ing to a coterie of bolting Republicans 
on the platform, he said, "I see on

Specifications for the Building 


Or a New Engine House on me Site of me 


Present Seventri Street Structure. 


Council Does Not Fnvor Improvements on

NEW 
BOSTON 
NEWS 


Council 'held a special meeting last 


night to consider the matter of build- 
ing a new eugme house for the Seventh 
street fire department. An hour or BO was 
spent in discussing the question. Final 
action was taken to authorize the com- 
mittee on public parks and property to 
procure plans and specifications for the 
building of a new house on the present 
site of the Seventh street building at a 
cost not to exceed § 3, 8 00. 


Every member of council was in his 


place when President Turley called the 
assembly to order. 
Mr. Berthold im- 


mediately made a motion to adjourn, 
but Herr Huber prevented. He brought 
the business of the evening oef ore coun- 
cil in a very few words. 
Mr. Huber is 


chairman of the committee on parks 
and public property, and has been en- 
gineering tho scheme for building a 
new engine house. 
He said that the 


committee had never recommended the 
purchase of new ground on which to 
build a new ^engine house. 
They did 


think council might be able to purchase 
the Peters lot next to the engine house 
and were given to understand that it 
could be bought for about §700. This 
would give plenty of room for the 
building of a new engine house on the 
old lot. 
Somebody, however, had ex- 


cited Mrs. Peters, for when the com- 
mittee called on her she wanted $2,200 
for her little lot. 
Mr. Huber insisted 


that something be done \vith the pres- 
ent engine house, either repair or re- 
build. 


Mr. Neill then introduced his mo- 


tion, which subsequently carried, au- 
thorizing the committee on parks and 
public property to procure plans and 
specifications for the building of a new 
engine house on the present site of the 
Seventh street structure at a cost not 
to exceed §2,800. 


A long discussion followed. Mr. 


Huber suggested that the fire chief and 
Mr. Neill examine the engine houses in 
Cincinnati and Oolumbtis and find out 
what was wanted. 
Mr. "Winter did not 


think the Oolambus or Cincinnati plans 
would fit here, and opposed sending 
anybody to either place to examine tho 
engine houses. Mr. Neill said it made 
no difference to him whether he went 
or not, thereupon Mr. Huber withdrew 
his amendment. 


President Turley called Mr. Neill to 


the chair and proceeded to take a hand 
in tho d.scussion. 
He made Mr. Hu- 


ber a mark, and the two exchanged 
pretty compliments until other mem- 
bers got tired and tried to adjourn the 
meeting. 


Mr. Turley made a motion that tho 


committee procure plans and specifica- 
tions for repairing the eugiue house at 
a cost not to exceed §1,000 and to tear 
away the tower and stables in the rear 
and build a barn not to exceed in cost 
§500. His idea was to make the place 
safe and sanitary. 


Mr. Winter declared ho would not 


vote for any half way improvements. 
Nothing but a new house would suit 
him, and ho wanted to know the plans 
before any specified amount was set aside 
for building. 


Deputy Inspector of Buildings "Wil- 


liams was called upon to make a report 
as to the condition of the present 
engine house. He said he had exam- 
ined the building at the request of Mr. 
Turley and had found it in bad shape. 
The only plan of permanent relief he 
could offer was to rebuild. 
If it was 


his property, he would not spend much 
money in repairs. He thought it would 
cost more to reinforce and repair the 
building than it was worth. 


Mr'.' Osborn did not favor spending 


anything for repairs, 
certainly not 


81,500, when two or three hundred dol- 
lars would make the building just as 
good. 


Mr. Turley substituted an amend- 


ment for his previous motion, author- 
izing the committee to procure plans 
and specifications for temporary and 
also permanent improvements on the 
building. 


Mr. Gims offered an amendment to 


include plans for a new house also. 


The motion of Mr. Turley was then 


put !iiul*lost by a vote of 7 to 7. 
Messrs. IJerthold, Gims, Hubor, Kellar, 
I-iyiin, Neill and Winter voted no. 


Mr. Neill 's original motion to pro- 


cure plans and specifications for a new 
building on the site of the Seventh 
street house at a cost not to exceed 
$2,SOO, carried unanimously. 


Two other matters foreign to engine 


house building were introduced before 
adjournment. On motion of Mr. Gims, 
the street commissioner was ordered to 
notify the Street Kailroad company to 
move a pole on Fourth street in front 
of the Wortz "building. 


Mr. Neill stated that he had talked 


with, the jewelers, and they were all 
willing to change their regulators and 
time pieces to standard time, and on 
motion, the fire chief was ordered to 
change ;his time August first to stand- 
ard time. This means that after August 
first there will be but one time in the 
city, and that the correct and legal one 
— standard time — twenty-eight min- 
utes slower than sun time.

Scioto County Threatened With 


an Invasion of the Pest. 


Ravages In All 
Surrounding Conntles- 


How the Farmers Can Exterminate 


the ^e«t—Bulletin of Remedial and 


Preventive Meanurart lomied from 


Experiment Station. 


The chinch bugs are working great 


injury to crop in Olermout, Brown, 
Lawrence and Gallia counties, and 
already reports from the eastern part 
of this county indicates the invasion 
of tho pest sweeping on. 
Tho damage 


to crops in surrounding counties is 
enormous, and in view of tho threat- 
ened ravages of the peat, the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station has 
issued the following bulletin of rem- 
edial and prevontative measures: 


If the bugs have taken possession of 


more than one of the outer rows of 
corn, put in the plow and turn under a 
strip along the edge where the bugs 
were congregated, promptly harrow it 
down smooth and roll or pack the sur- 
face of the ground with a clod crusher. 
Bury a chinch bug under three or four 
inches of soil and it will not crawl out, 
as I have learned by actual experiment 
in the field. This applies to corn 
there is no way of treating the pest in 
the wheat fields or meadows. I once 
tried to use the emulsion among wheat, 
drenching the small patches of whiten- 
straw when these first began to show 
in the field, but could not see that any 
good resulted from the applicaton. 


So far as remedies are concerned, 


then, we can only recommend the use 
of kerosene emnlson, and in more seri- 
ous cases the plowing of tho infested 
area followed by harrowing and roll- 
ing. 


In case a migration is in progress 


from a wheatfield to a corn field, if 
about three deep furrows are plowed 
as cloely side by side as possible, the 
invasion may be stopped. A few bugs 
will get in and climb out of the first 
farrow, but less will succeed in pass- 
ing thej[sccoiid, while the third will stop 
about all-"of these. 
If there are so 


many that they seem to be escaping 
after a few days fill up the trenches 
with a plank clod cusher, or scraper 
level off and roll, making now furrows 
where the 
ridges were between the 


old furrows, and you have a new series 
of obstructions. 


A combination of the trench and 


emulsion measures has been tried this 
year with perfect success. 
A deep fur- 


row was"plowcd]aud cleared out, and 
when it became well filled with bugs, 
and as soon as any began to cross it, it 
was thoroughly drenched Jwith the 
kerosene emulsion, and all that hac 
fallen into it were quickly killed. 


Where neither of the foregoing meas- 


ures are practicable, and a prompt de- 
fense is necessary, a barrier of tarrec" 
boards may be used, and a mixture oi 
nine parts coal-tar and one part lin- 
seed oil, thoroughly mixed and spread 
upon hoards either laid flat ou the 
ground, or placed ou edge and the up- 
per edge daubed with tho mixture. 
Where the line of defense is not too 
long, and one has the boards at hand, 
tnis may serve to hold the bugs in 
check for a time, but if one is obliged 
to purchase the lumber, "the expense 
will be a serious objection. 
In some 


cases a ridge has been thrown up and 
made smooth and compact on top, the 
tar mixture being applied in a train 
with a watering pot without 
tho 


sprinkling attachment.

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A NEW PARTY 


Small Crowd Met in Gilson's' 


Hall to Form One. 


Tney Don't Believe in Being a Party of 


One Idea Bui Want a Declaration 


On Many Tilings—A Few of the Old Line 


Prohibitionists 
Wlio 
Have Decided 


That They Want to Become Iden- 


tlilod With the PUts'burg Bolters 


Comprised the Convention- 


Some Speeches Made. 


Some six or eight gentlemen met in 


Gilson's hall this afternoon at two 
o'clock for the purpose of organizing 
the national party in this county. This 
party is a split off from the Prohibition 
party. 
A few gentlemen, who had 


been prominent in the councils of the 
old Prohibition party were present and 
indications are that the Prohibition 
party in this county will bo delivered, 
bag and baggage, into the camp of^ the 
new national party. 
: 


The convention was called to order 


by Chairman Edwards, of the county 
committee. Mr. Edwards 
explained 


that the first thing in order -would be 
the nomination of a gentleman to pre- 
side over the deliberations of the body. 
There was a painful silence for several 
minutes. Then Mr. Garter, the old 
stand-by of such gatherings, arose and 
nomiuitiod "Brother 
James Hose." 


Mr. Rose was diffident. 
Ho didn't 


know how to preside, he said, and 
moved that Mr. Edwards preside. 


Somebody called out, "I second the 


motion," and it was put and carried. 
Then there was some confusion as to 
who had been selected as chairman. 
Finally, it was decided that Mr. Rose 
was the man. 
He began by making a 


two minute speech, explaining that he 
had not expected to be called upon to 
preside. 


Mr. W. C. Edwards was elected sec- 


retary of the meeting. 
- Mr. Garter said somebody ought to 
explain the object of the meeting, and 
ho was called upon by the chairman to 
do that. Ho explained that there was 


- n bolt, or split, at the Prohibition na- 


tional convention at Pittsburg. There 
were- two factious—broad guago and 


• narrow gunge people. 
The 
difference 


was largely about the declaration on 
the liquor traffic in the platform. 
One 


•faction wanted but a declaration in fa- 
vor of the suppression of the liquor 
traffic, while the other side wanted a 
declaration on the various questions 


> 
now before the American people. 
The 


result of the contest was that at the 
recent national convention, that a sin- 
gle resolution was adopted. The broad 
guago people withdrew and sent out a 
declaration of principles. 


The Prohibitionists of this state had 


noimnated a state ticket, but since then 
many of the men nominated had re- 
signed. 
Many county 
committees, 


among them the Prohibition commit- 
tee in this cuiiuty, had also resigned 
and were going to organize a uosv party 
—The National party. 
The meeting 


today was to consider this move, or 
atop. 
Mr. Carter then road the resolu- 


tions adopted by the bolting delegates 
at Pittsburg. 


After ho had finished reading the 


platform, Mr. Garter roasted tho Blade 
as being unfair and unreliable, 
fie 


said their reporters woro afraid to at- 
tend tho meeting this afternoon for fear, 
they would bo castigated. 


The design of tho afternoon meeting 


ivas to give the country people an op- 
portunity to talk over tho matter of 
forming a now party—for conference, 
as it wore. 
Thoro used ^to bo a good 


many country people in the habit of at- 
tending tho conventions, but they have 
quit for some reason or other, and a 
group of young men have gotten hold 


" of tho party machinery. 
Mr. Carter 


then expressed tho hope that each man 
present would givo a little speech. 


Chairman Rose endorsed tho plat- 


form as having all that tho Prohibition 
party had, and more. 
This world is 


too big for a groat part}' to have but 
one idea. 
A financial question, for in- 


stance, that robbed him and bis child- 
ren was a moral question that needed 
settlement. 
He was hopeful that tho 


party would make its mark this fall. 
The Prohibitionists would find that 
.that one idea would not win. 


Secretary W. C. 3Sdwards talked for 


a while, touching upon everything in 
the platform. He told how one of his 
follow workmen had objected to the 
woman's suffrage plank, but who al- 
lowed his wife to lead him around at. 
all times by tho noso. 
Ho spoke in 


favor of silver and against allowing the 
monoy kings of Wall street and Lom- 
bard street rule the country. 
Some- 


thing was wrong in a system which 
would allow fifty men fo precipitate a 
panic in 
twenty-four 
hours. 
Yet 


Chauncey M. Dopow said this could be 
done. 
At present in this country 
1(J 


to 1 seems to bo a night-mare for soino 
people and causes them to go into 
hysterics. 
If the United States would 


declare^or bimetallism, independent of 
any other nation, it would simply be a 
declaration in favor of financial inde- 
pendence of tho rest of the world. 


Mr. Edwards took up tho platform in 


detail, explaining it, and concluded by 
saying that he was in favor of tho new 
party. 


Air. J. E. Hartley dropped in to say 


he was in hearty sympathy with the 
movement to form a new party. 


Mr. Aaron Stockham, the famous 


author of "Dynamite," then delivered 
an impasioned oration, tho burden of 
which was that people had forgotten 
God and that therefore tho world had 
been turned into hell. People had ig- 
nored the biblo and should burn them 
all. 
"The devilish 
preachers had 


preached lies so long for money that 
they could not tell the truth now if 
they tried," said Mr. Stockham. 
It 


was too late for mail to do anything. 
The breaking up of parties all over the 
laud was indicative of the fact that the 
day of judgment was at hand. 
So 


therefore "thero was no necessity for 
forming a new party.'' Mr. Stcckham 
is destined to become a shining • light 
in the new party. 


Brother O. D. Hughes, who used to 


be a prohibitionist iu Indianny, was 
for the new party. He bad been stand- 
ing firm, but the Prohibition party had 
left him. 
He endorsed the National 


party platform and would support it at 
the polls. 
Mr. Hnghes poked fun at 


the Republicans, saying they were now 
taking tho gold cure. He declared 
that the city of Portsmouth was ruled 
by'the liquor traffic. 
Not a man could 


be elected to office in the city or county 
who would dare to enforce the laws 
against the saloons.; 


Ilufus Pool, of Harrisonville, in- 


dorsed the plan to form a now party. 
He would not make a speech because he 
felt out of place. He only felt like 
making a speech when in the class 
room. 


Robert Dodge was called upon, but 


he insisted on W. H. McCall, of .the 
Tribune, making a speech. 
This was 


iusistod upon, and McOall started in, 
and the speech he made caused the 
good old Prohibition brethren to open 
their eyes. 
He told them ho did not 


agree with them, and that ho did not 
think the saloon was an evil. 
He ex- 


plained why. 
It gave employment to 


many persona. As McCall said this, 
the "Nationals" began to move about. 


McOall then proceeded to defend the 


city and county officials. 
It was the 


duty of the Prohibition gentlemen to 
find out who was violating laws and 
then the officials would prosecute them. 
They would never refuse to prosecute 
under such circumstances. 


Mr. McCall then said that he ad-' 


mitted that the Repulblcan and Demo- 
cratic parties were owned body and 
breeches by the whisky element. Ho 
did not deny it. at all. 
It was a patent 


fact. 
McCall then sat down. 
After 


wanting to know "what tho Prohi- 
bitionists or Nationals were going to do 
about it.'' 


Then the honorable gentlemen of the 


National party, after 
gasping 
for 


breath, opened out on him in great 
shape and proceeded to tear his remarks 
to pieces. 
McOall waa denounced as 


a man who put party before principle 
and called a little bit of everything. 
Anyway, McCall's speech was the sen- 
sation of tho mooting. 
It is safe to say 


a newspaper man won't be called on 
again in a Prohibition 
or National 


convention in Scioto county. 


Rev. Oruor, a colored minister then 


delivered a prohibition speech. 
He 


hoped every colored man would leave 
tho Republican party and vote with a 
party that had some principle. Poli- 
ticians had used them to ride into office 
and then|Jloft them on tho outside. 
This was true of all laboring men. 


Rev. James Arthur, of Hiirrisonville, 


then made a speech on Prohibiitou 
lines. He incidentally roasted Rev. 
John B. Tracy by saying that a minis- 
ter who was a candidate on the Repub- 
lican ticket last fall had, raised §200 to 
bo used in buying the floating vote in 
Portsmouth. 
Rov. 
Arthur 
deplored 


tho fact that a minister of the gospel 
should do such a thing. 
Ho said that 


tho minister (Tracy) had told him he 
was not going to corrupt any voters. 


After more talk of an informal na- 


ture, tho convention adjourned to meet 
again this evening, when a ticket will 
bo nominated.

"After the arrest of William Morrison, 


on the day following the murder, and in 
consequence of certain rumors relative 
to his probable 
defense, which had 


reached police headquarters, I was de- 
tailed upon this cose," said 
Treble. 


"The evidence that had already been 
gathered was put in my possession, and 
T,obtained thecustody of certain articles 
found by the police and others in the 
Morrison house. 


"Among these articles were the cano 


of black wood, spoken of by a previous 
witness, and altx> the fragment found 
by him in the fatal wound upon the 
head of the deceased. Thia fragment 
resembled closely the exceedingly hard 
wood of the cane, but upon careful ex- 
amination I discovered that the ma- 
terial was not wood, but iron. It could 
not, therefore, have corne 
from 
t.ho

It will be readily understood that this 


testimony mado a considerable stir. As 
no mention of any other weapon had 
been made in the case, an element of 
mystery was thus introduced. If the 
real weapon bad been carried away by 
the 
murderer, it would be a strong 


point for Will Morrison. 


"The bit of iron," continued Preble, 


"had been painted black. In spite of 
that fact it had oxidized considerably, 
showing that it had been long exposed 
to the action of the air. 
I wa« in- 


clined to think, also, from a micro- 
scopic and chemical investigation of 
It3 structure, that it had been exposed 
to the weather. It was not the sort 
of iron that la used in any implement 
with which I am familiar. I thought 
It was a flake from some ornamental 
iron work, and the idea of a fence sug- 
gested itself to me. 


"About fifty yards beyond the Mor- 


rison house, as 
one proceeds 
from 


Waverley avenue, there is an iron fence 
in front of the grounds of Dr. Bishop. 
It is about aa high as a man's shoulder. 
One end of it rests against the side of 
Dr. Bishop's stable, which projects a 
little beyond the line of the property 
as marked by the fence. 


"Beginning at the wall of the stable 


I examined this fence carefully with a 
microscope. I found a projecting point 
on tho upper, ornamental rail, about 
eight feet from the wall, where a few 
drops of blood and some minute 
por- 


tions of the skin of a human being were 
adhering to the iron. 


"Upon measuring the projection, and 


comparing the results with measure- 
ments previously taken of the wound 
in Douglass Morrison's temple, I found 
an accurate correspondence. 


"On the ground beside the fence at 


this point I found u confusion of foot- 
prints. 
There were 
three 
different 


kinds of prints. 
One of tbem corre- 


sponded with the shoes worn by Doug- 
lass Morrison that night. The other 
two closely resembled each other, the 
only difference being that the right foot 
In one case showed a loss of a part of 
the heel—one • 'lift,' as a shoemaker 
rvould say. The ends of the nails thus 
txposed had made very plain marks in 
the soil—which is a stiff clay, very well 
suited to the preservation of such im- 
pressions. 


"The most accurate ' measurements 


convinced me that there was but one 
man concerned in the. making of those 
footprints except Mr. Morrison. That 
man had struck his heel against a flag-, 
(tone of the sidewalk and had knocked 
off the last 'lift,' after which, of course, 
he mode a different track. 


"It iv&s easy to see that a struggle of 


lome sort had taken place at that spot, 
tn the course of that struggle Mr. Mor- 
rison had been struck upon the 
chin, 


probably with the fist of his assailant! 
One blow hod knocked him violently 
tgainst the fence, causing the fatal 
fi'ound upon the.temple. His head was 
probably very near the fence when he 
received the blow on the chin. 


"It has been stated in evidence here 


that Mr. Morrison's wound might not 
have been instantly mortal. Undoubt- 
tdly he fell, but it muet have been upon 
the flagstone, for there was no mark 
upon the ground, nor was the bock of 
uLs coat soiled. Doubtless his assailant 
thought him dead, and, BO believing, 
led from the spot. Immediately aftcr- 
rvards Mr. Morrison regained conscious- 
ness, and he had sufficient strength to 
reach his home," 


"Is it not true,'.' asked the coroner, 


"that when Mr. Morrison was found he 
dad no overcoat nor hat?" 


"His hat was on a chair," said Preble. 


•As to the overcoat it was one of Ms 
nany eccentricities that he never wore 
ttie." 
"Proceed, if you please," said the coro- 
jer. 


"I sent word to 
every

tftehin fifty miles of New York," con- 
tinued Preble, "directing that I should 
be informed when the pair of shoes 
that made those footprints should be 
submitted for repairs.

boot and shoe store on Pulton street, 
near Pearl, New York, reported to me 
three da.ys later that the shoe had been 
brought to him. I secured a description 
of the man who brought the shoe and 
that description fitted a person now in 
Urn courtroom. He had given an as- 
sumed name at the shoe store. His real 
name is Henry Dunning and he lives on 
Brent Road." 


A murmur that was half a groan and
